nouncement. He would not elab- 
orate. 


The chief executive now has six 


of his first seven reorganization 
plans in the bag. 


The six will go Into effect at 


midnight tomorrow.

One,

transfers the U. S. Employment

It was a stunning setback for 
'resident Truman's program for 
il.450,000,000 In arms help 
for 
Vestern Europe, Greece, Turkey, 
Korea, Iran and the Philippines. 


The action came after Secretary 


of State Acheson had warned that 
a cut might he Interpreted as "In- 
dicative of suspicion and distrust 
of our allies." 
The amendment to cut the Eu- 


ropean part of the program was 
offered by Rep. Richards 
(D-SC) 


and adopted by a, teller vote of 
172 to 137. There can be a roll-call 
vote on it later and the result 
may be changed. 


Richards and those who backed 
him said the amendment would 
serve notice on European nations 
.hat arms help will end next June 
10 unless they demonstrate deter- 
mination to pull together as 
a 
team for mutual defense. If they 
do, he said, congress can give the 
rest of tha money next year.

A SCIENTIFIC AGE CAN BE 
AN AGE OF RELIGIOUS FAITH 


Conflict Between Science And Religion a 
Mistake — Great Scientists And Great 
Saints Can Fellowship Together — The 
Ancient Psalmists Interpreted Natural 
World in Religious Terms 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 
and EARL L- DOUGLASS. 
Greater than any political revo- 


lution taking place In the world 
today Is the decisive revolution 
that Ig taking place within the 
minds of all mankind. For some 
generations we have grown to be 
a thlnk-mindcd people engrossed 
In material trivialities. Then came 
two world war.f, with the social 
and moral dislocation which such 
cataclysms involve. 
As a result, 
even the most careless and stupid 
of persons has been shocked Into 
newer, bigger thinking. Our sense 
of complacency has had a jolt that 
Is shaking the social order through- 
out the world to Its foundations. 
The real struggle today in going 
on within the skulls and under the 
breasts of the human race. 
"First Cause" Not Enough, 


Men and women who were not 
accustomed to doing any really 
serious thinking have been aroused 
to a consciousness that there is a 
Power beyond the powers. While 
most scientists are avowed atheists, 
there has nevertheless been a 
prevailing vogue of thinking which 
has sought the purely physical 
explanation of creation and uni- 
versal law. The tendency has been 
to make man big and God little— 
shove Him off into a corner as a 
vague "First Cause" or "Primal 
Force." 
But 
out 
of nothing, nothing 
comes. There had to be a Begin- 
ner before there was a beginning 
—a Creator before there was 
a 
creation. 
Science, which has so 
vastly enlarged our knowledge of 
the universe, Is constantly being 
pressed by the demands of com- 
mon sense to admit that Somebody 
had to function before there was 
a something. 
Unnecessary Conflict. 


Why should there be a conflict 
between science and religion, and 
why should so many people be 
stirred up and threatened with the 
destruction of their 
religious fcath 


because of the findings of modern 
science? The scientist very right- 
ly nvcra that his field of study is 
limited to the material 
world, 


which operates under the law of 
cause and effect. But the scientist 
and everyone else Is justified, on 
the basis of what he sees In the 
natural world, of concluding that 
design and purpose are behind the 
universe—that the Biblical state- 
ment, "In 
the 
beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth," 
is not at all inconsistent 
with 
science. 
The poet thlnki of the power be- 
hind nature In personal tcrma. 
The religious poet goes one step 
farther and thinks of thla Power 
as 
both 
personal 
and 
dlvino. 
Never have greater poets appear- 
ed on the face of the earth than 
the men who wrote the Psalms. 
The glorious 19th Psalm which we 
study today tells of the heavens 
declaring the glory of God and 
the firmament showing His han- 
diwork. The 65th Psalm pictures 
Qod as visiting the earth and 
watering It and crowning the year 
with bountful harvest. "The pas- 
tures are 
clothed with flocks: 
the valleys also are covered over 
with corln; they shout for joy, 
they also sing." 
The Foet Speaks. 
This l.s the language of the poet— 
even more of the religious poet. 
The man of religious faith has no 
quarrel with the scientist, and th9 
scientist if he is reasonable refuses 
to pick a quarrel with the saint. 
The scientist is right when he says, 
"My research and experiments en- 
able me to go just so far and no 
farther." 
But the religious man 
replies, "My faith enables me to see 
design and purpose in the world 
which you scientists so magnifi- 
cently describe. My faith does not 
contradict your findings; it sup- 
plements them." 
The scientist who scoffs atrelt- 
gioug faith Is as mistaken and pre- 
sumptuous as the religious man 
who scoffs at science. Religion is, 
among other things, an attempt to 
Interpret the created world. The 
scientist tells us what the creat- 
ed world is; the Bible tells us how 
It came into being and in what 
direction it is headed. 


A Creator Behind Creation. 
Let the person whose religious 


faith is cast into confusion by the 
findings of modern science read 
the Scripture assigned for 
this 
week's Sunday school lesson and 
take courage. The 19th and 05th 
Psalms are anonymous. Authorship 
means little; it is the spiritual 
perception of the writer which 
counts. The men who wrote these 
Psalms refused to stop at appear- 
ance; they pressed beyond ap- 
pearance, and their faith led them 
to discover a Creator-God behind 
the universe, a loving 
Father 


carefully watching over his chil- 
dren. 
For the Bible makes it clear that 


God Is Creator and that 
the 


crownlnE work of his creation is 
man, whom He endowed with 
qualities partaking of His own na- 
ture. The ways of God are not to 
bi> measured by our clocks and 
calendars, for He dwells In an 
eternal Nok. We have not read 
the Bible aright unless we have 
sensed the sovereignty and glory 
of the Almighty. The Creator Is 
also King and Father. As Tenny- 
son wrote: 
"Let knowledge grow from more 


to more, 
But more of reverence in us 


dwell.
